1, During the period from 2 May to 8 July 1949, the SMV received from the USSR 
shipments of seamless piping and drilling equipment weighing a total of 
2,356,013 kilograms.* Most of the piping was shipped by rail from the 
AndreyevadfetalTurgical plant in Taganrog, USSR, to the SMV Central Warehouse 
in Neusirfdl. One carload of drill pipe and four carloads of seamless piping, 
weighing a total of 80 tons, were forwarded directly to the SMV warehouse 
in Dob e rmanns do r f » One barge loaded with 500 tons of seamless piping from 
IsMil, USSR, arrived at the SDGP docks for shipment to the SMV warehouse 
at Neusiedl, In addition the SMV received two carloads of barite, weighing 
a total of 40 tons, from the "Salba" Company in Lecco, Italy. The figures

4. During June 1949, no allocations of sulfuric acid were made to the Lobau, 
Moosbierbaum, Rumpel-Siebehhirten, and ”0keros” refineries, and the Kledering 
refinery received only a small percentage of its usual allocation. About 

1 HHl 1949, the SMV Kantgasse office sent large production orders, which 
are to be completed by the end of September, to the Kledering, u 0keros” , 
Moosbierbaum- and Nova refineries. The Shell and Vacuum refineries, which 
in the past few months have had practically no SMV orders, also r eeeived

lished in these order estimates that production of these refineries 
will be doubled, because the amount of sulfuric acid scheduled for purchase 
by the SMV Purchasing Office during the next three months has been raised 
from an average of 165 tons per month to 300 to 350 tons per month* ***** 

HH assumes that the Korneuberg, Wifo— Lobau, and Lobau refineries have not 
been assigned new production quotas since they are not included in the new 
sulfuric acid allocations.

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6. The Austrian Commmiet Party has established a central employment office 
in Vienna to hire personnel for U$IA,SMV, And OROP offices and plants. 
Accoi'ding to source, non-CommunJ.sts and other unqualified employees are to 
be replaced by workers selected through this office. The SMV continues 
to replace long-time employees with recent arrivals from Moscow, and 
although it is not yet clear what' the future SMV organization will be, a
